There is no doubt in British minds 
that Austria has fully resolved to util­ 
ize the provocation afforded by the 
Sarajevo murders to wipe the slate 
clean of all accounts against Servia 
and

The next news expected is the oc­ 
cupation of Belgrade and that even 
now may he an accomplished fact. 
Reports of small encounters along the 
frontier have been permitted to pass 
the censor, but military experts here 
believe mobilization already has been 
effected and that a thoroughly plan­ 
ned campaign is well under way. 
There is absolutely no enthusiasm 
In England for war—no desire for this 
particular war which confronts Great 
Britain, yet there is a general belief 
that her obligation to her partners in 
the triple entente, as well as her in­ 
terests as a great European power, 
will force her to support Russia and 
France in any steps they may take.

take open order when an aeroplane ap­ 
proached quite a few of them were 
killed by the explosions.

Where the real harm to the defenders 
was done was in exposing the weakest

During the recon- 
noissances over the Turkish lines sev­ 
eral of the machines were struck at a 
height of 5,000 feet 
One of the avi­

and one of the cases was where a gas­ 
oline tank was punctured by rifle fire 
and the flight brought to nn untimely 
end. 
The information gained by aviators | 
during this war was of material as­ 
sistance in the final assault on Adri- 
a nop Ie. 
An instance of bow aeroplanes might j 
have been used, but w’ere not. is fur­ 
nished by the French operations in 
Morocco. 
Here the conditions were 
practically the ag me as Italy had to 
deal with in Tripoli, and the French 
flying eori>« was very anxious to have 
men and machines on tile ground. 
For 
some reason there was a great deal of 
prejudice against this move on the part 
j of the French war office. 
It was a long time before the French 
army officers were allowed to have ma 
chines on the ground, but their opera 
tions since then have shown the ef 
fectiveness Of a well organized flying 
corps in tLht desert country. 
The tribesmen have almost the same 
superstitious dread of an aeroplane as 
their Colleagues in Algeria. They know’ 
it is useless to attempt any ambus­ 
cades or surprise attacks while the 
air scouts are guarding the advance of 
a military column. 
Several intended 
surprises have been frustrated by the 
aviators, and there is one notable case 
on record in the Balkan campaign 
where a turning movement of 12.000 
Turkish troops was checkmated sim­ 
ply by information of (be movement 
being brought in by tile air scouts. 
It seems reasonably certain from 
these practical experiences that the 
value of aeroplanes In war. today at 
least, consists largely in the ability of 
the aviator** to secure strategic Infor­ 
mation rallier than In their ability to 
carry on offensive operations by drop­ 
ping bom bs or firing from tile ma­ 
chines
